St. Stephen 


St. Stephen, whose feast day occurs the 
day following Christmas, is not so popular 
a saint nowadays as formerly. e Was 
really the first of the disciples to seal with 
hié blood his fidelity to his Master. He is 
supposed to have been stoned to death in 
33 A.D. St. Stephen was a Jew, but not 
just an ignorant like so many 
of the other followers of Christ. He was 
distinguished for his Greek culture, and 
probably was the greatest figure im 
primitive Christianity prior to the con- 
version of Paul. He was one of the seven 
sent to minister to the needy ones of the 
community in Jerusalem. His 
of the new Christian doctrine made him a 
marked man in Jerusalem from the 
moment he decided to abandon the faith 
of his fathers. He was accused of 
blasphemy and sentenced ‘by the judicial 
authority of the day to a death by stoning 
—the legal penalty for blasphemy at the 
time. Many European capitals still 
honour this first martyr through the 
names of their churches and cathedrals, 
but I do not think there is any cult of 
this saint here. His memory has been 
immortalised in London. 


Christmas in the Customs 


I imagine that December must be an 
‘unpopular month in the Customs. The 
officials are absolutely overwhelmed with 
work. Imports assume abnormal propor- 
tions. All the general cargo boats arrive 
Joaded to the Plimsoll] line, and mer- 
chants and importers besiege the Customs 


offices clamouring for the prompt delivery 


of their goods, During the past few 
weeks enormous consignments of currants, 
raisins, sultanas, muscatels, candied peel 
and figs have arrived at Dublin and other 
Irish ports. The task of examining and 
assessing the duties on these goods has 
been no light one. Thousands of cases of 
free goods have also had to be opened 
and examined in the ceaseless search for 
contraband. 


"Presents 


However, it is the Christmas presents 
problem which causes the Customs officers 


“the greatest trouble and the recipients the 


eatest annoyance. For instance, if a 


Foughttul friend in Great Britain or 


Ulster sends a friend in the Free State a 
hamper filled with good things for 


Christmas the amount of duty which has 


to be paid robs the present of most of its 
value. It is quite a common thing for an 
import duty of £1 10s. and a stamp duty 
of 7s. to be paid on a hamper which con- 
tained a dozen import list classifications. 
Still it is a bit thick to be compelled io 
pay a half-crown minimum duty on such 
articles as a small cake, a small box of 
chocolates, a box of toffee and a bottle of 
wine. But, of course, it is the law. and 


the law has no respect for individual hard- 
ships. 


‘Contraband 


But what causes people to forget the 
Christmas spirit of peace and goodwill to 
all men is the receipt of a buff notice from 
the Customs authorities, in which they 
are informed that a packet which is sus- 
pected to contain contraband is detainéd 
at the Foreign Parcels Post Office. ‘The 
addressee is warned that, unless he 
attends at the Post Office or gives instruc- 
tions for the packet to be opened, the 
Customs officers will have it dealt with 
in due course according to law. However, 
if you are lucky (or unlucky) enough to 
receive one of these documents during the 
next few days, do not get needlessly 
alarmed. It is not your fault if your 
friends abroad have broken the Customs 
laws of Saorstát Eireann. If you cannot 
attend at the Parcels Post Office men- 
tioned, write giving your permission for 
the ns to be opened. Do not get the 
wind up like the worthy man in the

He 
exalts the ancient Kingdom of Ireland, but 
denies chat we were a nation when we all 
recognised it. In view of this paradox, I 
do not see how my case is affected. 

Here are propositions on which we may 
agree :—(Í.) Historic Ireland, being one in 
culture and faith and socially stable, loved 
kingly rule, which is the most 
dignified, just and pure form of govern- 
ment, granted the conditions. (II.) It did 
net revolt against monarchy, but against 
usurpers. There was no lasting general 


. acquiescence, save to the house of Stuart. 


(i) O'Neill favoured a commonwealth of 
princes, because the country was too much 
divided to recognise the House of Conn. 
Later, when the pentetions had brought 
deeper divisions, of religion, language and 
blood, no king could be enthusiastically 
accepted by all, so the United Irishmen of 
all breeds said: “ We must be a republic."’ 
What is republicanism? In most lands a 
compromise. It is the recognition that a 
State is not sufficiently united or socially 
stable to concentrate authority at one point, 
nor harmonious enough to endure personal 
rule. 1 suggest that when Dr. Curtis and 
Dr. Gogarty plead for the Kingdom, they 


‘ plead for the ideal which John Mitchel also 


cherished, when he prophesied the ultimate 
return of kingship; but the needed conditions 
are not here. Some day they will return 
to us as to other lands.

IMPORTANT JOBS 


And here I may suggest that one of the 
most important, but most consistently 
neglected, jobs in home valeting is the 
care of furs. Fur coats, collars, ties, 
gloves, will never look their best unless 
they are given a little first-aid from time 
to time during the season of rain and 
fogs Here are a few tips for this job: 

f your furs have got a dull look from 
accumulated dust and cavalier treatment, 
wipe them over with a soft damp towel 
to remove surface dirt. 

When furs are sticky, from fog or mist, 
beat them lightly (on the lining side) with 
a small thin cane. en go over the 
surface with a silk handkerchief tied over 
a stiff brush. 

If a fur looks really shabby you can

work wonders with what seems a rather 
drastic treatment. First sponge it over 
thoroughly with warm water—don’t worry 
if it looks like a drowned rat! But hang 
it at once in a draught to dry, and then 
brush it well with a stiff brush—of course, 
the brush must be perfectly clean. 

If your fur is dark you can follow up 
this treatment by a light brushing with a 
very little brilliantine on the brush—this 
will bring up the gloss amazingly. 


RESOLUTION 


Then, having done your job, make (and 
keep) a resolution to look after your furs 


were. 
‘urs should never be put away without 
a good shaking, and they should never be 
re away damp. But neither should they 
dried before a fire—the correct treat- 
ment is te wipe down wet fur with a soft 
cloth and then hang it in a warm atmo- 
sphere, preferably in a draught. 

Since dust is really more harmful than 
damp, you should beat all furs from time 
A time with a light cane on the wrong 
side.

N last month's Listener a single poem 
by Miss Lilian Bowes Lyon—* For 
Dove Returning '— placed her at once by 
herself among modern A daring, 
summery vista, hushing up a wealth of 
internal “ harmonics,’’ it is elegant and 
tender, vivid and serene. “ Bright Feather 
Fading,” her second book e “ White 
Hare’ was the first), is definitely some- 
thing to get excited about. Nobody 
interested in poetry should miss this 
unique book: so unswervingly sure at 
every hazard, it is symbol-safe, critic-proof. 
Rich is the grave s lodger; 
Earth's rare nostalgia 
Shall from his bones beget 
The anonymous violet. 
This, from “ Earth,” and ‘‘ Duchess "’ 
(about a shire horse) are nearest 
humanity. Miss Bowes Lyon's aloofness 
would be disconcerting—almost alarming 
—did she not make a technical merit of 
it.

A German Youth Abroad 


Gringo Watch Out. 
London: Sampson Low. 


HIS amazing odyssey, which is packed 
into the space of a few short years, 
is the work of a German boy barely in his 
twenties. Expelled from school for a 
very trifling “ erime,” Hans Koester 
finished his education at a Communist 
school, where, the lack of discipline and 
methods of teachings were oftimes ac- 
companied by peculiar results. His educa- , 
tion ended, Hans begged from relatives 
a sum sufficient to purchase him a cheap 
ticket to South America, and, once there, 
his adventures began with a vengeance. 
Shortly after his arrival he was despoiled 
of all his money by confidence tricksters, 
and, as a result, had to pay his account 
at the hotel by washing dishes in the 
kitchen. 

Next he was a dock labourer, where 
his experiences of loading bananas make 
interesting reading for those who so far 
have only devoured the mellow fruit ; and 
then door keeper, night watchman and 
peon on an  éstancia. Again his 
restless disposition and queer luck 
made him move on until he “ hit” 
Patagonia, where he found employment 
on a ranch. Later. the author returned 
to Buenos Aires, where by an extraordi- 
nary coincidence he again came across the 
tricksters who had robbed him on his first 
arrival. They were arrested, and he dis- 
covered that he was entitled to a reward 
of 20,000 pesos, as they were both 
“wanted '” men. The reward received, as 
the swindlers were both members of the 
powerfa] Mafia society, he judged it best 
to return to Germany a richer and con. 
siderably wiser man than when he first 
left his native land: Hans Koester tells 
his yarns with a vim and a zest that 
augurs well for the other works which 
must certainly come from a pen which has 
begun so very well.

HERE are two poets with little in 
common except the excellent format 
of their collections. Tagore is the romantic, 
picturesque East, something that charms 
by its unfamiliarity, and which, by its 
very vagueness, suggests more than it says. 
Mr, Sitwell is the European intellect. an 
intellect. informed little by the heart and 
mindful rather of a difficult rhythm than 

a  “gpeim cadence. 
he work of Rabindranath Tagore is 
too well known to need quotation here. 
besides which the length of many of his 
poems makes it impracticable. He is often 
at his best and most typical, however, in | 
his pithy, epigrammatic dicta: | 
“ The dry river-bed finds no thanks for its 

past.”’ 
““H you shut your door to all errors truth 
will be shut out.” 
“God kisses the finite in his love, man 
the infinite.” 

In this large volume there is little that 
bores, little that fails to charm; Tagore 
is a poet who loves God enough to love 
humanity. He is rich in imagery, rich 
in invention, rich in poetry ; on this book, 


quite apart from his novels, he takes his 
place as a most considerable poet. 

That the same can be said of Mr. Sitwell! 
is doubtful, despite Edith Sitwell’s con- 
tention in her long introductory essay 
that: “He is the poet who is, to my 
mind, one of the greatest that our race 
has produced in the last hundred and 
fifty years.”” There is admittedly much 
that is fine in his work, notably fine 
technique, beauty of aes and a re- 
markable mastery of English language ; 
but it seems to us these qualities are not 
in themselves enough to make a t. 
There is a sterility, a tack of simplicity 
and emotional warmth which prevents 
these verses from being anything but 
brilliant essays in various verse forms. 
There is a coldness, a detachment that 
prevents him from turning these lines into 
poetry. Mr, Sitwell can delight the mind 
and even the ear for a time, for two lines 
or twenty, but soon or late the rhythm 
becomes monotonous; the intellect loses 
its power to attract the unlettered heart.

Christmas and turkeys may now be said to 
be interchangeable words; for the first, with 
all 1t means in material things; calls up visions 
of that now domesticated bird which every 
household is preparing to buy. —“ Prond 
bird of the prairie,” as an American port 
described it, it has now become as much 


Tike a turkey cock or one of the carriers in 
Henry IV."’ complain that “the turkeys im 
my panier are quite starved.” Shakespeare 
did not mind making anachronisms, for it was 
eighty years before the discovery of America 
that Henry IV. reigned. 

It is claimed for the turkey that it is espe- 
cially favoured of St. Martin, the patron of 
good cheer and homely comfort, inasmuch as 
it is on his feast-day (November llth) that 
the bird commences to be in season, and con- 
tinues in that succulent state until the end of 
February. Soyer, another French authority, 
informs us that ' the turkey is an innocent 
and well-brought-up bird,” and warns us that 
‘turkey boiled is turkey spoiled.” 


POETS’ PRAISE 


As if the verdicts-of chefs and gastronomic 
experts were not enough to sound the praises 
of the “ proud bird of the prairie,” poets have 
extolled it. 

Une—a Frenchman—mentioning that the 
turkey’s first appearance—on a dish—was at 
the wedding banquet of Charlee IX., reflects 
that had it proved unpalatable there micht 
have been no massacre of St. Bartholomew.

the year 1573 the turkey was 
generally included in “ Xmas hnsbandne 
fare.” It must not be inferred from that 
that it formed part of the family fare in the 
average well-to-do household. If that were 
go we would find more about it in early 
literature. 


BROUGHT TO FRANCE 


The French were familiar with it at leas; 
half a century before it was known in these 
islands. At first, om account of the wide- 
spread, but false, notion of its being 
indigenous to the East, it was called in 
France le cog d'inde, and sometimes ia poule 
d'Inde; then the words were dropped, and 
the name abbreviated to d'/nde, which, in 
due course, became dinde or dindon, the 
name afterwards given to it by the French, 
whose gastronome chefs and literary 
gourmets became the most impiussioned 
eulogists of the bird as a Christmas delight. 
It was they who originated a saying that 
afterwards became current in Paris that at 
the eating of a truffied turkey there should 
be two present—ihe bird and the eater. 
France's famous culinary artist, JBrillat 
Savarin, with something akin to na poets 
enthusiasm. declares that '' the turkey enjoys 
the solitary privilege of gathering around it

SERMON BY THE DEAN 


“The Dean of St. Patrick's (the Rev. D. F. 
R. Wilson, M.A.), who preached the Christ- 
mas sermon in St. atrick’s Cathedral, 
Dublin, yesterday morning, took Christ and 
the home as the theme of his address. 
Taking for, his text the words, ' And every 
man went unto his own house; Jesus went 
unto the Monnt of Olives,” he said that 
Christ, who had no home of his own, had 
made a home for all men; His earthly life 
began in a stable; it ended on a cross, To 
Bethiehem He came as a little stranger, but 
in the home that He had made there was 
-room for all who would enter; in it was 
included more and greater than man could 
ever dream of and all that was best in life. 
Referring to the home, the preacher said 
that to Christ the home was the indispensable 
unit. This Christmas was the festival of 
Its 
-foundation was laid in His pure, severe and 
Sweet law of marriage, and it was not to 
be at the mercy of uncontrollable temper or 
of unbridjed and shifting desires. It was 


‘to be the refreshment of all who lived 


therein, their happiness, their peace, their 
“reward and their discipline—their discipline 
in forebearance and self-respect. 

“All roads lead to Bethlehem | to-day,’ 
continued the preacher, “to the place where 
God was homeless and where all men are at 
home. Ever since the night when Mary 
knocked at the reluctant doors of Bethlehem 
and had to lay her baby in a manger, 
‘Ch has been God’s gift to every 
home.” That cradle was the gate of a 
ee: which was opened at the touch of a 
little child, a kingdom that was older and 
stronger than any Kingdom that man had 
Kaised ever since. Before kingdoms and 
empires, before nations and courts and parlia- 
ments, God established the home. It was the 
oldest of institutions. 

“Every thoughtful observer,” continued 
the Dean, “has perceived that in our times 
many things threaten th: home—which every 
decent man knows in his heart of hearts is 
the salt that keeps mankind from corruption, 
that preserves States and communities. All 
that is good in the world has come from it, 
all the wise and beautiful things that men 
have ever done, all the good and precious 
things that men have ever thought of. All 
the grace of the Lord Jesus was embodied in 
its foundation.” 

“Concluding, he said: “Our poverty of 
heart and souls comes from the love that we 
have not given, from the service that we have 
withheld, from the sacrifice that we were 
afraid to give. Aud to as many as receive 
Him, He gives the power to become the 
sous of God. May His gift be yours; may 
His happiness be your hapviness; may His 
grace be your grace. Then shall your 
Christmas, indeed, be happy, and the angels’ 
songs shall be yours.”’

Weather conditions in Belfast to-day and 
yesterday were ideal. On Christmas Eve the

The Belfast shipyard has closed until Mon- 
day week, as there is at the moment a con- 
siderable amount of unemployment in the 
shipbuilding trades, The linen mills and 
factories will resume on Monday morning 
next, anc also the tobacco factories. 

Until a late hour last night crowds paraded 
the principal streets. Those who had com- 
pleted their way. visited the City Hall 
to see the huge Christmas tree decorated 
with hundreds of coloured fairy lights and 
surmonnted by a five-pointed star. At the 
base of the Christmas tree was the motto, 
“* Peace on earth, goodwill to men.” Earlier 
in the afternoon the Balmoral Boys’ School 
Band played a seiectio» of carols in the 
City Hall grounds, and the public joined in 
many of the tunes; The members of the 
band were entertained to afternoon tea by 
the Town Clerk (Mr. John Archer), at whose 
suggestion the Christmas tree was brought 
into existence.
